Dr. C. Theodore, the jail 
physician, tried to revive him, but he 
died at 9 o'clock. The coroner’s office 
was at once asked to investigate. 

Strauss was accused of murdering 
his partner, Solomon Smoler, last July. 
The two were in business at 308 West 
Jackson boulevard. Strauss pleaded 
self-defense. 

Dr. Theodore at first said he believed 
the aged man had taken poison. Later 
he expressed doubt and said death 
might have been due to natural causes. 

“This is a case that demands a 
thorough investigation by the cor- 
oner’s office,” he said. 

An inquest will be held at the jail 
today.
